Zz. Among the key provisions are the following:

— the JCS te the Director of DIA. Ga te the Directrr, 
DLA, is to be faraished by: 3ecDef; JCS, acting unter th: 
avthority and direction of SecDef: and USIB. (U1. €.}

this is not actually the case. Of course in adual practic: 
the distinction betycen comriand and guidance, in the :156¢ 
of the JCS, woukl tend to get pretty blurred and would result 
effectively in the t:->-hat situation,
